Milita rv Streng th Is Rela tiv e 


The United States might reply’ to the So­ 


viet Union’s latest disarmament challenge 


that it is prepared to cut back its military 


manpower in the same one-third ratio an­ 


nounced by Premier Khrushchev’s proposal 


for the Russi?n army and already has done 


so 


U S. armed forces were cut at least 75 


per cent from the end of World War II to 


their strength in the current year. Only now 


is there a substantial cut in Russian mili­ 


tary' manpower even proposed, and the U.S. 
reduction is history. 
Or the United States could reply that it is 
willing and ready to make substantial reduc­ 
tions in the number of its military planes— 
so willing and ready that it long ago con­ 
ceded undisputed first place to the Soviet 
Union in this re.spect. 
It could say that it has laid up the bulk 
of its surface naval strength: that it has 
put its armament industry on a standby 
basis: that it has abandoned all the emer­ 
gency' wartime powers of government; that 
its people have been restored to a peacetime 
economy in whidi military needs are subor­ 
dinated to popular wants, as they were for 
116 days last summer and fall when a minor­ 
ity of citizens felt like sustainii^ a steel 
strike Russia has done none of these things. 
The United States even could admit what 
is palpably true, that the reductions were 
made possible because, like Russia, this coun­ 
try believed k had sufficient superiority of 


new weapons to justify the liquidation of ob­ 
solescent weapons. 
Today. Russia believes it has superiority 
in missiles. It apprentiy is ready to demon­ 
strate its newest and latest missile device, 
which may be a nuclear bomb put into or­ 
bit and capable of being exploded at will 
ove- any country on ea^ ’th. 
This would prove what needs no proving— 
that science has converied war into a con­ 
test of global maneuver, 
The grand strateg\' is to win a theoretical 
advatage over a potential enemy, thereby 
bringing the potential enemv to terms in 
order to avert a war he could not win and 
d -e not lose. 
There is nothing new about this Idea; only 
the weapons are new. Nations have known 
and practiced balance-of-rower nolitks from 
the beginning of time The power they are 
balancing in the mid-20th century of the 
Christian era happens to be nuclear, instead 
of legions of spearmen. 
And that is probablv why the nations 
aren’t going to get any further now with dis­ 
armament than before. 
People dream 
of 
building hospitals instead of military strength 
and libraries instead of forts. But in cold 
practicality, hospitals and libraries would 
mean nothing without military security. And 
security can be upset, reshuffled and turned 
into nothing by a new idea in the mind of 
a 20th century scientist. It is always rela­ 
tive, never absolute. The United States, which 
has disarmed radically, is glad to hear Rus­ 
sia is thinking about saving some money too. 


Sw ing Tha t Ha mmer And Sickle! 


On the side of the Soviet Union that the 
outside world rarely sees. Pravda has pub­ 
lished a warning by the Communist party’s 
high command against ideological apathy. 
The party’s propagandists and tub-thump­ 
ers in all nations, including Russia, are urged 
to get busy in order to offset indifference 
and neglect that in Russia, itself, are so 
widespread there are only seven million Com­ 
munists to this day, 42 years after the over­ 
throw of czarism. 
The trouble, moreover. Is nek of recent 
origin. It is built into the characteristics of 
human beings. It is the same trouble that 
keeps so many .Americans from demonstrat­ 
ing the lively personal interest in politics 
that would gratify their party organizations. 
Relatively few people find direct personal 
satisfaction in the spadework of poliHcal ac­ 
tivity. Russians are no different in this re­ 
spect from people everywhere else. They are 
intensely interested in their personal affairs. 
They do not readily project themselves into 
mass movements and manipulations. 
According to an article by a native Rus­ 
sian publbhed recently in the Washington 
Post and Times-Herald. “ This Inertia has 
even begun to worry the people at the top” 
Hence their admonition to the people under­ 
neath the top "to wage an irreconcilable 
struggle against lack of political interest, 
agamst 
nationalism 
and 
cosmopolitanism, 
against survival of the past

met in our Soviet life "

The truth is that there is a stale­ 
mate today in nuclear weapons and 
all the claims about new rockets 
and new missiles will not lessen 
the responsibility of the Soviet re­ 
gime to refrain from plunging its 
own people into a nuclear war 
Inside the

Stales, 
the 
“ new look” has'resulted in a big 
debate as to whether land armies 
aren’t still important for what is 
known as “ limited war” 
Undoubtedly, if a f o o l p r o o f 
agreement were ever signed that 
would prohibit the use of nuclear 
weapons, then conventional forces 
would come into their own again. 
In the present stage of interna­ 
tional propaganda, however, while 
conventional forces are not being 
abandoned, nuclear weapons are 
being developed with increasing in­ 
tensity of effort. 


ONE OF THE TRO UBLES with 
the Khrushchev announcement is 
that nobody can be sure what he 
means when he says he is cutting 
the army by 1,200.000 men. It could 
mean merely the transfer from 
uniform to civilian clothes of great 
numbers of men who still would 
be engaged in arms production. 
.Also, there is no way of knowing 
what the true potential of the So­ 
viet regime is on the military side, 
for it can count upon huge forces 
recruited in Communist Asia 
The United States demobilized 
shortly after World War II the 
great bulk of its armed forces from 
a peak level of 12,300,000 in war­ 
time, but in view of cwumunist ag­ 
gression, as the State D^ artment 
says, “ the level was later raised 
and stands today at approximately 
2 *2 million” The Soviet now claim 
their total forces will be reduced 
to 2,423,000 in the next year or two. 
It has 
been 
suggested t h a t 
Khrushchev’s speech indicates that 
the Soviet Union is moving more 
toward the “ massive retaliation" 
strategy followed by the United 
States in recent years. Although 
in America this policy has been 
derided by some critics — largely 
by those who advocate a build-up 
of conventional forces for "limited 


wars" — the fact is that the phrase 
still carries a world of meaning 
in preventing a big war today. 


THE UNITED STATES does not 
any longer stress the phrase “ mas­ 
sive retaliation" but emphasizes its 
“ deterrent power” It all amounts 
to the .same thing One side will 
not start a war without counting 
the possible extent of destruction 
that could be inflicted on it by the 
other side 
There was for a time a belief 
that the Soviet Union, 
with 
its 
missiles and rockets, could destroy 
in one “ first blow” the 
bomber 
bases inside the United States and 
w-reak such wide destruction that 
the retaliatory power of this coun­ 
try would be frustrated. 
Since the development of mi.'i- 
siles and 
rockets 
that 
can 
be 
launched from submarines, there is 
danger to a country like the So­ 
viet Union that it would receive 
tremendous punishment if it ever 
started a war 
Obviou.sJy it would be difficult 
to find and de.stroy .submarines and 
it cannot be forgotten that the wa­ 
ter areas of the 
world are far 
greater than the land surfaces 
What, then, is the purpose of 
the Khrushchev 
speech 
at 
this 
time’ 
Plainly 
it 
is 
a 
propaganda 
move The Soviet dictator believes 
as did Adolf Hitler, that the free 
world can be bluffed into submis- 
.Sion With a controlled pre.ss inside 
Russia and with the press of the 
free world printing everything that 
the Soviet leader says, the w'ide 
circulation of C o m m u n i s t pro­ 
nouncements is assured. 


IT IS APPA REN T that the West 
Is not going to be fooled by the 
propaganda The comments from 
members of Congre.ss. irrespective 
of party, are highly critical of the 
Khru.shchev speech Senate Demo­ 
cratic leader Johnson declares that 
the Soviet premier “ holds out an 
olive branch and at the same time 
tries to hit us over the head with 
it” 
It certainly is a contra.st to the 
so-called “ Spirit of Camp David" 
which only a short w’hile ago gave 
the world an impression that peace 
was just around the corner and 
that tensions certainly would be 
erased in the year 1960 
There are, to be sure, important 
negotiations going on with respect 
to disarmament and it would be 
a big victor>' for Khrushchev if he 
could get the West to disarm on 
the basis of a paper agreement, 
while he would refrain frcmi giv­ 
ing the necessary guarantees that 
would make it possible for outside 
inspection t e a m s to determine 
whether the terms were being car­ 
ried out 
The West 
is 
not 
likely to be 
cowed by the Khrushchev utter­ 
ances and the world will witness 
in the next few weeks a resump­ 
tion of threats and counter-threat.s 
and warnings and counter-warn­ 
ings, 
It makes one wonder what all

If you’re a weekend sheep farm­ 
er like me. this is when you think 
about the lamb crop. 


Lambs are born about 157 days 
after the once-a-year mating sea­ 
son for sheep, which occurs in 
autumn and apparently is deter­ 
mined by 
the 
oncoming 
winter 
darkness. 
Experiments 
now 
in 
progress indicate 
that 
if 
sheep 
were confined 
indoors 
and 
the 
lengthening nights of late Septem­ 
ber and early October were sim­ 
ulated by turning off the lights 
they could be made to breed twice 
a year, instead of once 
The sheep business could be rev­ 
olutionized if two lamb crops could 
be harvested every 12 months, in­ 
stead of only one 
But

moment something else is afoot 
that could revolutionize the sheep 
business in another way. 
Some of the big ranchers who 
are in business for keeps are try­ 
ing to get rid of federal lamb 
grading Their motive is interest­ 
ing to all meat eaters who

lamb shanks. 
.Against the angry (^ position of 
buyers who want federal grading 
to continue, though it was suspend­ 
ed by a Department of Agricul­ 
ture order that has not been put 
into effect until opponents can be 
heard, sheep raisers contend that

much fat to qualify for top grade 
and lop price 
Sheepmen 
argue 
that 
it costs 
them loo much to put this much

marketed 
lambs, 
which they may be forced to sell 
for as little as 17 cents a pound, 
though consumers may be charged 
as much as eight times that much 
for one pound lamb chops and sim­ 
ilarly inflated prices for less de­ 
sirable cuts. 
The way people who raise lambs 
see it. they are being penalized 
by an arbitrary standard trf grad­ 
ing. 
This has been a touchy point for 
years. Consumers cannot be ex­ 
pected to think about it, but it’s 
touchy for them too.

as would be required to make the 
meat tender, they are paying a

A modest decline in the over-all 
labor force accounted for a decline 
in unemployment greater than the 
increase in employment.

My lon g-d istan ce caller 
laughed. “You needn’t worry about that. Mr. Wylie. 
We’ll give you answers to enough questions to 
guarantee you’ll make a bundle.” 
For a minute, I had no answer. Then I said a few 
words which are not fit for print—and hung up. 
Curiously enough, that offer to help me cheat on 
a network quiz spectacle did not lead me to sus­ 
pect that fraud was widespread on such shows. 
In common with millions, I thought they were on 
the level. When the TV scandal broke wide open 
in the past few months, I was disappointed but not 
sui’prised to learn otherwise and to find that a good 
many people were persuaded to defraud a vast 
and trusting public for big money. 
But I was not prepared for the public reaction to 
proof of cheating, bribery, and blackmail that die 
Congressional committee brought out in its inves­ 
tigation of the quiz shows and, more recently, pay­ 
ola and other abuses. 
I was not prepared for the appalling evidence 
that about half of us are as corrupt as the corrupt 
idols. About half of us do not know right from 
wrong; or we believe that wrong is right—when 
the stake is high enough or the temptation power­ 
ful enough, or when the wrongdoer has every ex ­ 
pectation of getting away with his perfidy. 


We all know that a certain number of men and 
women have attained riches— even public esteem— 
by unethical and criminal means. But we have kept 
on thinking that the average American—that most 
Americans—remained as fiercely honest as Abra­ 
ham Lincoln. Now we can no longer keep on think­ 
ing that. The public reaction to the brazen cheating 
on 'TV quiz shows makes the extent of our accept­ 
ance of dishonesty so evident that no citizen should 
be allow’ed to miss its dreadful meaning.

Dr. L ee de F orest, o ften re fe rre d to as “ The 
Father of Radio,” is one of the U nited States’ most 
famous scientists. In 1906, ll years after Marconi 
introduced wireless telegraphy, de Forest devised 
the audion tube, which made transmission of the 
voice possible. 
Now retired and living in Hollywood, Calif., he 
made the survey which resulted in the accompany­ 
ing exclusive forecast for Family W eekly. 


A 


h a l f - c e n t u r y a g o , after my introduction of the 
audion tube, a professor and I began speculating 
on what the world of the future would be like. I 
won’t recall our ideas, for time has proved us quite 
unimaginative. I, for one, never foresaw that radio, 
which the audion tube made possible, would evolve 
into the force it did—and lead to television. 
Yes, science seems to move so fast nowadays it 
even surprises scientists. In 1951, one of my col­ 
leagues, Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, asked research­ 
ers for three “gifts” for his 50th anniversary in elec­ 
tronics, then five years off. The developm ents were 
major ones—a magnetic tape recorder for black- 
and-w hite TV, an electronic air conditioner with no 
moving parts, and an electronic am plifier of light— 
but five years later they were realities. 
More and more, such research “miracles" have 
become commonplace, and from w hat scientists in 
many fields have told me, we will see the world of 
tomorrow sooner than we think. Before this cen­ 
tury has ended, for example, it seem s to me these 
“dream s" will be realities: 


Space Exploration 
Men will have orbited around the earth and moon 
m any tim es over. Space platform s outside the 
earth’s atm osphere will be in use as relay stations. 
We will have landed on the moon and established 
a base there. Instrum ent-equipped missiles will be 
fired millions of miles into space, and will return 
to earth with data on the planets and other bodies 
of our solar system. 


Communication 
You will have portable telephones no larger than 
a king-size cigarette pack (transistor radios of that 
size already are being b u ilt). Walking down a street 
in Boston, you can call your family at home, or 
phone a friend in Los Angeles—or even abroad. 
A m iniature TV screen will let you see the per­ 
son you are phoning. (By accepting a less-detailed 
image than that of home TV, we already can send 
such pictures over telephone wires and narrow 
radio bands.) You can also see items you may be 
considering for purchase, from small products to 
pieces of real estate. 
W hen you phone a foreign country, electronic 
translating equipm ent, built on the principle of 
today’s computers, will translate your conversa­ 
tion instantaneously. If, for example, you are call­ 
ing Japan, answers will come back translated from 
Japanese. 
W orld-wide television, both color and black-and- 
white, will be common. Atmospheric disturbances 
never will disrupt it; relays will be possible through 
communications satellites or use of the atmospheric 
“scatter effect” which reflects some TV waves over 
phenomenal distances even now. 
M iniature TV sets, completely portable, and flat- 
surface sets hung like pictures on your wall will 
be old-hat. 


Transportation 
Cars will have "automatic pilots.” After enter­ 
ing an expressway, you can relax and ride an in­ 
visible beam. It will keep your car at a safe dis 
tance from other autos, and radar automatically 
will apply your brakes as required. 
Passenger-carrying helicopters—helibuses 
will 
take you up and over congestion, turning the sky 
into radar-controlled, multilevel highways which, 
incidentally, will be much less costly than those on 
the ground. Inexpensive private airplanes equipped 
for vertical take-off and landing also will fill the ail 
A tom ic-powered missiles will carry freight and 
mail between cities—and continents—within min­ 
utes. Jets and missiles will be commonplace foi 
passenger flights. 
Downtown streets will have moving conveyor 
type sidewalks. They will carry you from one store 
or office to another—as you sit on a portable golf- 
type stool if you like. 


Light 
Electroluminescence, or “cold light,” will revolu­ 
tionize the appearance of homes, industries, and 
entire cities. W ith no heat, shadow, or glare, this 
lovely “glow” will usher in a new era of comfort and 
safety in individual rooms, at airports, and on high­ 
ways. A touch of a button will perm it changes of 
color nuances for entire wall panels. 


Power 
Nuclear energy will be a practical power source 
for in d u stry , au to s, ships, m issiles, train s, and 
planes.
